HIS FOLLOW 


Issues Manifesto to Effect That 


He is Loyal to His 


Own Cause 


PARIS, Oct. I.—Form er King Man­ 
uel of Portugal yesterday issued a 
m anifesto for consumption in P ortu­ 
gal. The statem ent is 
1000 
words 
long and is w ritten around the King’s 
denial of the report, that he has aban­ 
doned his own cause. The statem ent 
also denies that Manuel has deserted 
those who have devotedly served him 
in his fight for his lost throne or his 
political work. 
In part he says: 
“I cannot leave 
these stories undenied and I repudi­ 
ate them in the most formal and cat­ 
egorical manner. The false reports 
are profoundly injurious to my char­ 
acter aB a man, my patriotism as a 
Portuguese, and my 
honor 
as 
a 
King.” 
Manuel goes on to say that he will 
always rem ain at the post of duty. 
He says monarchism is not dead in 
Portugal, which is dominated only by 
terrorism , the republic’s sole force. 
He refers to the two years of revo­ 
lutionary anarchy which followed his 
downfall and the falsified elections of 
October 5, 1910, which, he asserts, 
were, a chance victory for a small 
faction in Portugal. He assures Por­ 
tuguese exiles and those still in Por­ 
tugal who are faithful to him that 
the flag of the monarchy is still wav­ 
ing in his hands.
